The first meeting of the new 
council was held in the council 
chamber on Monday evening. Ma¬ 
yor Fred Antrobus and council¬ 
lors Dutil, Jenkins and Lowe 
book the oath of office. Present 
Mayor Antrobus, Councillors Ab- 
oussafy, Cox, Dutil, Jenkins and 
Ramsay. 

The “Thank You” letter re¬ 
ceived from the West Coleman 
ratepayers for flood control iwork 
was received and filed. Council 
expressed its sincere appreciation 
for the letter as it showed that 
the ratepayers in question rea¬ 
lize the amount of groundwork 
that had been done by the coun¬ 
cillors and the co-operation re¬ 
ceived by the' principal parties 
involved in eliminating floods in 
future in this part of town. 

A “Thank You” letter was re¬ 
ceived from Mrs. Henry Ray¬ 
mond who voiced her apprecia¬ 
tion for the help given her family 
in the past. Since she has now 
secured employment she inform¬ 
ed council that no further help 
would be required. 

Considerable discussion arose 
over the subject of some teen¬ 
age youths writing obscene lang¬ 
uage on buildings within the 
town, especially on main street. 
The filthy remarks are written in 
chalk. A determined effort will 
be made by the police to catch 
•the guilty parties and bring them 
into court. 

Fairly lengthy discussion arose 
over the ash collections and fees 
in the business section. The re¬ 
sult was that contractor A. Fra¬ 
ser had to collect from all per¬ 
sons in the designated district 
and refund to teh town the $4.80 
received from each of the ap¬ 
proximately fifteen householders 
residing in suites over business 
•places. 

One councillor brought forth 
discussion >on the beer supply 
farce which prevails in Alberta 
at the present time. Several coun¬ 
cillors gave their personal opin¬ 
ions on the matter and it ended 
up with a strong protest being 
passed unanimously that the 
Mackenzie King government be 
informed bhat Coleman town 
council protested against pres¬ 
ent beer regulations and were in 
accord with lifting all present 
restrictions on beer or in lieu of 
that to equalize provincial quot¬ 
as. 

The report of the Returning 
Officer was received and filed. 

Two old age pensions were 
confirmed. 

Assessor Charles May con¬ 
firmed council’s wMi that no 
land assessment be made here this 
year.

Sympathy of their many friends 
is extended to Mr. and Mrs. Wm. 
Harrison this week in the death 
of the their youngest son, Pte. 
Wm. Harrison, whose death has 
been reported from the Italian 
front. 

The parents were first notified 
(by wire from Ottawa on Feb. 17 
of the serious illness of 'their son. 
A wire the following morning 
advised them that his condition 
was still serious and on Feb. 25 
the final wire was received in¬ 
forming them of his death. 

Deceased was born in Coleman 
on Feb. 27, 1923, and was educat¬ 
ed at the local schools. He worked 
for a little more than a year at 
McGillivray tipple before enlist¬ 
ing in the army on Feb. 16, 1943. 
In July he was sent overseas and 
in November was sent to North 
Africa. On Jan. 4 he went to the 
Italian front and 'had been in ac¬ 
tion since. 

Prior to enlisting with the 
army he bad made many vain at¬ 
tempts to enlist in the navy, the 
one branch of the service he 
really wanted to serve in. 

This is Coleman’s second young 
man to fall on the Italian front, 
Lawrence Jankulak having been 
fatally wounded on Dec. 28, 1943. 

London — Germany’s three 
“secret weapons” in this war have 
been the magnetic mine, the ac¬ 
oustic mine and the newest one, 
the magnetic torpedo. The first 
two were quickly defeated by 
British scientists, - it is reason¬ 
able to expect that Allied scien¬ 
tists will as quickly deal with 
the new weapon. 

The Royal Society has award¬ 
ed the Copley Medal to Sir Jos¬ 
eph Barcroft for his scientific 
experiments. On the occasion, he 
tested prussic acid by remaining 
in a gas-filled chamber with a 
dog. The dog died in less than 
a minute: Sir Joseph took notes 
and, nine minutes later, walked 
out. Before the war, he tested 
the force of blast by sitting in 
air raid shelters while bombs 
were dropped close by.

Gone To War In 
A Big Way 

“Oops, seven years bad luck, I 
guess." How familiar is this ejacu¬ 
lation when someone breaks a mirror. 

The seven years bad luck super¬ 
stition goes back many years. The 
Romans believed that health moved 
in seven year cycles. As a mirror 
reflected the appeara.nce of an 
dividual, they thought that if 
milrror broke that meant the health 
of the person was broken too, for 
seven years. 

Mirrors as they are known today 
were invented by the Venetians 
early in the 13th century. In the 
17th century the process of silvering 
glass was brought to England, 
those early davs, this process tvas 
such a closely guarded secret that 
any person breaking into a mirror 
factory was banished from the king-! 
dom for seven years. This is another j 
version of how the superstition arose. 

The first mirror was a quiet pool 
which ancient man saw his own 
likeness. The early Greeks made 
of polished bronze while 
the people of Egypt gazed at their 
reflection in highly polished 
metal bowls. 

But today mirrors are not used 
only to see if milady’s nose is in 
need of powdering^ Mirrors, too, 
have gone to war. They are used in 
the manufacture of telescopes and 
microscopes. When a British or 
American submarine lets loose 
fish", blowing an enemy ship out of 
the water, it is through a mirror 
reflection that the submarine-peri¬ 
scope works. Fast action cameras 
which Canadian forces use in recon¬ 
naissance have mirrors in the range 
finders. Reports say that a German 
fighter brought down in the Battle 
of Britain had a cabin lined with 
mirrors. These gave the pilot a re¬ 
flection of all oncoming fighters.

through to victory. 

Despite countless thousands of 
dead left in Russia, the German army 
must suffer much more killing be¬ 
fore a collapse comes. Their reserves 
have been drained almost dry by the 
Russian front but their frontline 
strength is almost as formidable as 
ever, and not until the decimated 
divisions cannot be replaced is the 
end near for Hitler.

COUNCIL DENOUNCES BEER RESTRICTIONS 
Coleman town council has gone on record as op¬ 
posing the beer restrictions as at present imposed 
by the Mackenzie King government. This last 
ruling made by the Alberta Liquor Control Board 
that those who purchased beer on their permit 
during February would not be eligible for beer in 
March has really created increased dissatisfaction. 
Council asked the King government to lift the re¬ 
strictions pertaining to beer or equalize the pro¬ 
vincial quotas so that each province will share 
alike. It is our candid opinion that the prime 
minister should have left beer regulations strictly 
alone. It is he who is directly to blame for men 
and women lining up at liquor stores waiting to 
secure their monthly quota, and also the fact that 
one out of every two persons in Alberta owned a 
liquor permit in 1943. It is to be hoped that the 
pressure being brought to bear on him from all 
sections of the Dominion will cause him to modi¬ 
fy if not remove restrictions on the sale of beer.

Apply NOW for your 
New Gasoline Licenses 
and Ration Coupon Books 


On March 31, the present gasoline licenses and ration coupon books 
will expire. After that date no gasoline will be sold except on the 
presentation of a 1944-45 ration book. 

In his own interests, every vehicle owner is asked to apply at once 
for a new license and ration coupon book for each of his vehicles. 
Application forms must be completed in detail. 

Commencing April 1, under the 1944-45 rationing plan, the opera¬ 
tion of which will be basically the same as that now in effect, all 
non-commercial vehicle owners will again be allowed a basic ‘‘ AA” 
gasoline license and ration coupon book, containing 40 units for a 
passenger car, or 16 for a motorcycle. 

Similarly, owners of vehicles eligible for a “Special” category, who 
can prove their need, will be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending March 31,1945. In determining 
the extra allowance — which will be measured to individual needs 
— the previous category and mileage of the car will not necessarily 
be an important consideration. 

The extra vocational coupons will again be issued in books labelled 
“Special”, and each book will contain not more than 60 units. To 
permit constant review of the needs of each category applicant, only 
one “Special” book, or portion thereof, will be issued at a time. 
The Oil Controller also has the right to refuse any application for 
a “Special” category, or to suspend any ration coupon book for 
an infraction of the regulations. 

The shortage of gasoline is still acute. Do not apply for a “ Special” 
category unless your need is urgent. 

Gasoline for commercial vehicles will again be rationed. To assure 
themselves sufficient gasoline to carry on normal business activi¬ 
ties after March 31, operators of commercial vehicles are urged to 
complete at once and in detail the required application for each of 
their vehicles. 

On and after April 1, service station attendants will not accept 
gasoline ration coupons unless the license plate number of the motor 
vehicle for which they were issued is written in ink on each coupon. 
Every motor vehicle must also display on its windshield a 1944-45 
sticker indicating the category of the coupon book submitted at 
the time of the purchase. 

If the owner of a motor vehicle sells, transfers or disposes of it in 
any way, it is his obligation to see that the gasoline license and 
ration coupon book for that vehicle is returned immediately to the 
nearest Regional Oil Control Office. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration coupon book, secure an 
application form at your nearest Post Office. Study the 
form and follow carefully the instructions contained therein. 

When you receive your 1944-45 gasoline ration book, guard it carefully. 

Do not leave it in your car. If, because of your negligence, it is lost or 
stolen, it may not be replaced.

Born in Paris, of Canadian 
parentage, Mr. Hebert began his 


career at an early age. A fellow 
of the Royal Society of Arts and 
Manufactures of London, he has 
exhibited at the Spring Exhibi¬ 
tion in Montreal and at the 
Royal Canadian Academy, having 
been elected an academician in 
1941. One of his pictures was ac¬ 
quired by the Havre Museum, 
and another by the Mus4e de 
Nimes, during a Paris exhibition 
of his works.

Under Lend-Lease 

British And American Supply Officials 
Agree On Limiting Shipments 

Virtual elimination of capital goods 
shipments "to Britain under lend- 
lease is understood to have been 
agreed upon by British' and Ameri¬ 
can supply officials at Washington. 
The decision is one of numerous ad¬ 
justment# being made to keep lend- 
lease exports closely geared to mili¬ 
tary needs. 

For several months the quantity of 
machinery going to Britain has been 
decreasing steadily, largely because 
British plants now have about all 
they need except for occasional re¬ 
placements. 

The approaching climax of the 
war in Europe has accentuated the 
policy of limiting all lend-lease sup¬ 
plies to those needed primarily for 
war purposes. Lend-lease officials 
apparently are determined not to 
leave themselves open to Congres¬ 
sional criticism that they have sup¬ 
plied other countries equipment hav¬ 
ing more use in the post-war period 
than during the war.

The Start Is Vital 

If there is any secret of success to 
victory gardening, and this applies 
also to the other kind, then it is 
probably an early and thorough start, 
and though there may still be snow 
on the ground and actual spring 
weeks away, the experts say that it 
is not too soon to start planning. 

Probably a million Canadians 
gardened for the first time last year 
and some of them, it is feared, were 
only moderately happy about the 
results. They ran into a great deal 
of trouble with weeds, twitch grass 
and baking earth. The bulk of this 
could have been avoided had there 
been a little planning, and especially 
cultivation, before the seeds were 
planted. It is easy to kill weeds by 
a thorough digging or cultivation 
before anything is planted and the 
soil too is improved. Simply plow¬ 
ing a Victory Garden is not enough. 
It should be cultivated deep and fine 
and, if possible, well fertilized, if 
maximum results are to be expected. 

Take Little Room 
Easily the biggest yielding crop 
le can grow are the garden vege¬ 
tables. Not only can most lines be 
grown close together but with some 
things like radish, spinach, lettuce 
and carrots, for instanoe, a second 
crop can be harvested in a single 
season. 

Small vegetables like lettuce and 
radish require rows only 15 inches 
apart. Beets, beans, carrots, peas 
and spinach need a little more space 
between, while potatoes, corn and 
staked tomatoes must have a couple 
of feet to thirty inches. Space may 
be saved with the latter type if some¬ 
thing quick-maturing such as lettuce 
and spinach are planted in between. 
The bigger things will not need the 
full room at first, and by the time 
they do the early crops will be out 
of the way. 

If room is extremely limited, then 
experts advise confining vegetables 
to such heavy yielders as beans, let¬ 
tuce, carrots, beets, onions, celery 
and, possibly, staked tomatoes. A 
20-foot row of any of these will sup¬ 
ply many meals for a small family, j 
The expert who appreciates garden j 
freshness will also include peas and 
corn. These things take up no more 
room, and at least 25 feet of row is J 
needed for a worthwhile crop, but 
only from the garden right at the , 
door can really fresh corn and peas 
be obtained. 

Sow Grass Early 

Any work with lawns should be I 
started just as quickly in the spring j 
as possible. This does not mean 
that the soil should be worked while 
it is stjll wet. But once one can 
walk over the ground without get¬ 
ting his shoes muddy, then the rake 
can be brought into play.

Peculiar Noises Heard At Sea Found

At a naval laboratory at Beaufort, 
N.C., certain peculiar noises, which 
had been conjectured to come from 
submarines in the neighbhood, have 
been investigated and the result has 
rather surprised some of the investi¬ 
gators.
